CALL TO ORDER
Legal notice having been given, thismeeting of the California State Park and Recreation Commission was
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caledtoorder at 9:01 am. by Commission Chair Bobby Shriver. Chair Shriver introduced the commission-
ersand State Parks staff who were present and announced thefirst agendaitem.

AGENDA ITEM 1.

Chair Shriver noted acorrection to pagefive of the draft minutes of the November 3rd meeting. The Chair
stated that the minutes should clarify that the number of speakerscalled at the November 3rd meeting was
limited only by the possibility of losing the quorum of commissionersnecessary to take action and the
lateness of the hour, and not arbitrarily by the Chair as could be construed from the draft minutes as
written. TheAssistant to the Commission noted that achangewould be madeto clarify thispoint.

AGENDA ITEM 4
DIRECTOR’S REPORT

Chair Shriver introduced State Parks Director Ruth Coleman to present her report.

Director Coleman noted that the commissioners had aready received aprinted copy of the Director’s
Report, and that shewould bedrawing their attention to just afew of theitemsin thereport asfollows:

El MorroMobileHome Park at Crystal Cove State Park — Director Coleman stated that the resi-
dentsof the El Morro mobile home community, which had existed at Crystal Cove State Park for approxi-
mately 26 yearsasavirtua private enclave, had peacefully vacated the premises.

L ower Topanga— Director Coleman noted that the private residents of the State Parks property known
asthelower Topangaareain LosAngeles County had also vacated, the result being that State Parkswas
no longer acting asalandlord to private tenantsfor thefirst timein many years. The Director noted that at
both Crystal Cove and Topanga State Parkswork would now begin on preparing these propertiesfor
public use. Director Coleman added that staff’smanagement of the difficult task of relocating private
residents at these two parkswas atestament to the ability of State Parks staff.

Proposed Power Line Project at Anza-Borrego Desert State Park — Director Coleman explained
that because the Commission and the Director’s Office had recently received several postcardsand
lettersfrom citizens expressing concern about the proposed power line project inAnza-Borrego Desert
State Park, she had invited Anza-Borrego Sector Superintendent Mark Jorgensen to make abrief presen-
tation to the Commission on thissubject.

Chair Shriver asked if therewere any questionsfrom the Commission before Superintendent Jorgensen
began his presentation. Commissioner Cotchett asked if Director Coleman could quickly review each of
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the other itemsin the Director’s Report for the benefit of the members of the public who were present.
Director Coleman provided brief summariesof theitemsasfollows:

Governor’sBudget Update—The Governor’sbudget continuesto support State Parksin that the
department is not sustaining budget cutsat thistime. The governor’sstrategic growth plan includes $215
millionfor parksin the proposed infrastructure package. It isacompliment to State Parksto be considered
avaluable component of the state’' sinfrastructure.

San Onofre State Beach —On February 23rd, 2006, the Transportation Corridor Agenciesvoted 12to0 3
to approve construction of the proposed toll highway through San Onofre State Beach.

Land and Water Conservation Fund — State Parksrecently held an event to cel ebrate the 20th anni-
versary of thisimportant federal funding source, whichincludesfunding for state park projectsaswell as
State Parks-administered grantsfor cities, countiesand other jurisdictions. The previousannual cycle
included $30 million for thisprogram, but at thistimeit appearsthat Land and Water Conservation Fund
monieswill not beavailableinthefuture, though State Parksishopeful that the U.S. Congresswill rein-
state aportion of these funds.

Crystal Cove State Park — The cottagesin the Crystal Cove State Park Historic District are nearly
completeand ready for public use. State Parksiscurrently inthefinal stages of the selection processfor a
concessionaireto administer therental of the cottages, which should beavailablelatein summer 2006.

TakeaHikeand City Walks Programs—These programs, which are being piloted in Sacramento,
include maps of walking routeswith distancesto encourage State Parks and other state employeesto get
out andwalk. A program for LosAngelesiscurrently under devel opment, and similar programswill even-
tually be offered in other citiesthroughout the state.

Will Rogers SateHistoric Park Grand Reopening — State Parks has planned a cel ebration to com-
memorate the restoration and reopening to the public of the historic ranch house at Will Rogers State
Historic Park in Pacific Palisades. State Parks staff worked to incorporate activities at the ranch that
would present an atmospheresimilar to lifethere during Will Rogers time. Director Coleman noted that
each of the Commi ssioners had been invited to thisevent which woul d take place on March 25th, 2006.

Donner Sate Park M useum — Public acceptance of the site and overall design for this project hasbeen
obtained and the project isnow moving forward.

Attendanceand Par k Fees— State and national park attendance appearsto bein decline. Thosewho
analyze such data have theorized that attendanceis stabilizing after theincreaseinlocal tourism that
occurred after thetragedies of September 11, 2001. Tourists now appear to betraveling more oversess,
resulting in reduced attendance at parks.

LosAngelesState Historic Park — The“Not aCornfield” art project has concluded and State Parksis
now working on animmediate public use plan for thissite. Director Coleman noted that the Commission
would be asked today to select arepresentativeto serve on the LosAngel es State Historic Park Design
Committeewhich will beinstrumental in determining the future design and use of this park.

Rio deL osAngeles Sate Park — Construction isnow underway at this new park. The State Parks
portionsof the property will offer riparian areas and passive quiet places, whilethe city-operated segments
will offer recreational opportunitiesfor children and adults. Thisexciting park partnership with the City of
LosAngeleswill beaimportant component of the planned vision for the proposed LosAngelesRiver
Parkway. The park should be completed and ready for public use sometime during 2007.

Commissioner Caryl Hart asked about the potential for acquisition of additional parcelsof land at Rio de
LosAngeles State Park. Director Coleman replied that there was no funding availablefor further acquisi-
tionsat thistime. A brief discussion took place amongst the commissionersand Director Coleman, the
result being arequest from the Commission that staff report back with the status of potential acquisitions
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at Rio deLosAngeles State Park prior to the next Commission meeting. Commissioner Hart added that
the Commission may wishto formally expressto the State L egidatureitsdesireto prioritize additional
acquisitionsat Rio de LosAngeles State Park when future park bonds are under development. Chair
Shriver reiterated that aformal update on potential acquisitionsat Rio de LosAngeles State Park should
be presented asan informational item at the next Commission meeting.

Sorm Damagein Sate Par ks—Damage from severewinter stormsresulted in approximately $4.8
million worth of damagein state parks.

EmpireMineSateHistoric Park — State Parksisworking with the organization DeltaK eepersto
mitgate toxic issueson State Parks property. Thereis$5 millionin the governor’s budget to begin cleanup
operationsat Empire Mine State Historic Park.

Border Field State Par k — The Federa Department of Homeland Security plansto build afenceto
separate Californiafrom Mexico and addressissues of security. The project would have aconsiderable
impact on Border Field State Park in that the fence alignment would be quite wide and includesthree
separate fencesthat run parallel to each other. The actual alignment has not yet been determined, but
State Parks has been participating in meetingswith federal agenciesto negotiate how the state and county
will be compensated for theloss of the property on which thefencewill be constructed.

Concession Report — The commissionerswere provided with an update on the status of the various
State Parks concession operations.

Director Coleman concluded her report by noting that in the future shewould summarizethe Director’s
Report itemsfor the Commission and make copiesof thereport available at the meeting for interested
membersof the public.

Chair Shriver asked if therewere any questions on the Director’s Report.

Commissioner Joseph Cotchett commended Director Coleman on the CommissionAnnual Report tothe
Governor. Commissioner Cotchett added that the report presented an excellent picture of State Parks
activities, the costsinvolved, and how the State Park System isused by the public. Commissioner Cotchett
and Chair Shriver al so thanked Commissioner Phil Tagami, who was not present at the meeting, for initiat-
ing the processthat resulted in the Annual Report to the Governor.

Chair Shriver then introduced Anza-Borrego Sector Superintendent Mark Jorgensen, who provided infor-
mation on the proposed San Diego Gas & Electric project to upgradethe existing 69 kilovolt power line,
which runsthrough Anza-Borrego Desert Sate Park, to a500 kilovolt power line. After the presentation
Superintendent Jorgensen entertai ned questionsfrom the Commission, which included questions about the
number and height of the proposed power poles (hei ght approximately 125 feet, distance between poles
800 feet - twicethat of the existing wooden poles), whether or not thistype of power line could be placed
underground (Jorgensen replied that given the great heat produced by 500kv lines, to hisknowledgethis
had not been done successfully over any great distance or in adesert environment), and whether or not
San Diego Gas & Electricwasapublic utility (San Diego Gas & Electricisasubsidiary of SempraEn-
ergy, aprivate utility owned by sharehol ders).

Chair Shriver requested that ashort legal document on the existing power lineright-of-way be provided to
the Commission prior to the next meeting.

AGENDA ITEM5:
PUBLIC HEARING

Chair Shriver opened the public hearing portion of the meeting at 9:33 am. The Chair introduced Genera
Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof to make abrief presentation on the Preliminary General Plan &
Draft Environmental Impact Report for Bidwell-Sacramento River State Park.
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ITEMS5A:
Consideration and action on the Department of Parks and Recreation’s
recommendation for approval of the Preliminary General Plan/Draft Environmental
Impact Report for Bidwell-Sacramento River State Park

Mr. Woodroof provided ashort presentation on the Bidwell-Sacramento River State Park General Plan.
Heexplained that whilethe park consists of 300 acresin four separate parcels, there existsasignificant
integration of these parcelsasthey relateto riparian forest restoration along the Sacramento River. Mr.
Woodroof addressed the need for expanded public access and recreational opportunitiesalong theriver
and provided information on how the genera plan proposals could providethisintheform of expanded day
use, fishing, camping, and boat launching facilities.

At the conclusion of Mr. Woodroof’s presentation, Chair Shriver called three public speakersin the order
they had registered. Several of the commissioners engaged thethird speaker, Arlene Ward of the
MechoopdaIndian Tribe, regarding her concernsat Bidwell-Sacramento River State Park, and specifically
about how her concerns had been addressed by State Parks staff. Ms. Ward replied that the cooperation
she had received from State Parks staff had been “wonderful.”

Ms. Ward al so rai sed the question of public confusion related to the names of Bidwell-Sacramento River
State Park and Bidwell Park in the nearby City of Chico. A brief discussion on the subject of naming took
place amongst the commissioners, Director Ruth Coleman, and staff. The commissionersgenerally agreed
that the established names of State Park System units should not be changed, but that indigenous peoples
and othersworthy of recognition could be acknowledged inthe names of programs, sub-units, or other
areasof the park. Director Coleman suggested that staff conduct for the Commission aworkshop on park
unit naming which wouldincludeareview of existing State Parks criteriaand guidelinesfor naming, and a
critique of existing processesand policies. It was also agreed that the existing park unit naming policies
should be made easily access ble through the Commission web pages.

Chair Shriver closed public comment on thisagendaitem and asked if therewasamotion or additional
commentsfrom thecommissioners.

Commissioner Joseph Cotchett moved that the Commission adopt the proposed resol ution to approvethe
Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report for Bidwell-Sacramento River State
Park. The motion was seconded by Commissioner Scherman. Chair Shriver asked if therewould be any
discussion amongst thecommissioner's.

Commissioner Gail Kautz noted that the agricultural landsat Bidwell-Sacramento River State presented an
opportunity for State Parksto partner with the California Travel & Tourism Commission or agricultural
organizationsto promote agritourism. The Commissioner noted that agritourism provided awonderful
opportunity for citizenstovisit agricultural landsto learn about the state’ simportant agricultural heritage.

Commissioner Caryl Hart thanked the State Parks Northern Buttes District staff that conducted the
Commission’sbriefing inthe park on the previous day. Commissioner Hart noted that it was exceptionally
important that State Parkstake careinidentifying burial siteson park property, to ensurethat these sites
werenot disturbed. The Commissioner added that astrailsare devel oped staff must bediligent infollowing
the established proceduresto determine how siteswereidentified, what partieswerenotified, etc. Com-
missioner Hart al so thanked the Nature Conservancy, which had been mistakenly identified in the Bidwell-
Sacramento River State Park General Plan asthe Nature Company, for the work they had donein acquir-
ing property for public useinthearea.

Genera Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof responded to Commissioner Hart’squestion. Mr. Woodroof
clarified that during the CaliforniaEnvironmental Quality Act review of apark thelocationsof archeologi-
cal siteswerenever made public. Mr. Woodroof explained that State Parks staff work directly with the
local Native American community to determinethe sensitivity of archeological sitesand designtrailsthat
circumvent them.



Northern Buttes District Superintendent Bob Foster added that when burial or other culturally sensitive
sitesare discovered on State Parks property, staff work with the county coroner’s office (in the case of
burial sites) and the Native American Heritage Council to ensurethat the sites are protected or curated as
necessary.

Commissioner Hart explained that she wished to ensurethat thelocal tribeswould continueto bereas-
sured that any culturally sensitive sitesthat were discovered woul d be saf eguarded.

Commissioner Sophia Scherman stated that she wasvery pleased to hear Arlene Ward of the Mechoopda
Indian Tribe speak so favorably of the partnership that existed between thelocal Indian tribesand State
Parks. Commissioner Scherman noted that during the previousday’sbriefingin the park Ms. Ward had
spoken passionately about her working relationship with State Parks, and that it had been obviousthat
State Parks staff were sensitiveto thelocal Indian tribes needs and concerns. The Commissioner empha-
sized theimportance of devel oping such partnershipswith park stakehol ders, and she expressed her grati-
tudefor the opportunity to havevisited the park.

Chair Shriver asked if therewere any other commentsfrom the commissioners. There being none, the
Chair reminded the commissionersthat there was amotion on thefloor: motion Commissioner Cotchett,
second Commissioner Scherman. The Commissionersthen voted unanimously to adopt theresolution to
approvethe Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report for Bidwell-Sacramento
River State Park.

ITEM 5B:
Consideration and action on the Department’s recommendation for approval

of aproposed concession, including approval of the sale of alcoholic beverages,
for specialty food and/or retail sales at Old Town San Diego State Historic Park

Director Coleman asked Concessions, Reservationsand Fees Division Chief Jim L uscutoff to introduce
thisagendaitem.

Mr. Luscutoff called the commissioners' attention to the staff report they had received on thisitem. He
explained that theitem before the Commission today was arequest for determination that aproposal for a
restaurant concession at Old Town San Diego State Historic Park was compatible with the existing gen-
era planfor this State Park System unit. Mr. Luscutoff also called the commissioners’ attention to aletter
they had received from the current concess onaire operating on the sitein question, noting that this conces-
sionairewas not currently operating arestaurant in thislocation. Heexplained that if thisitem was ap-
proved by the Commission today, the current concessi onaire would be ableto bid on the proposed new
concession. He added that the current concessionaire had occupied thissite since 1986, and that the
concessionaire’ scontract with State Parks had expired in 1996, the result being that the concession had
been operating on month-to-month statusfor approximately 10 years. Mr. Luscutoff also noted that while
hisstaff conducted monthly meetingswith the concessionaires at Old Town San Diego State Historic
Park, hisdivision had been remissin not specifically notifying the current concessionaire of today’s Com-
mission meeting, and that thiswould be corrected inthefuture.

Chair Shriver asked Commissioner Joseph Cotchett, in hisrole asthe Commission’s Concessions, Enter-
prise, & Fisca Committee, if he had anything to add. Commissioner Cotchett stated that Mr. Luscutoff’s
presentation had correctly characterized theitem beforethe Commission.

Commissioner AcquanettaWarren stated that shewould liketo see all Requestsfor Proposals (RFPs) for
State Parksfood service concessionsinclude mandatesto make healthy foods available.

Director Ruth Coleman noted that all State Parks RFPsfor food service prioritizelocally-sourced aswell
asfresh and healthy foods. Chair Shriver and Commissioner Warren expressed their support for this.

Commissioner Joseph Cotchett commented that there had been agreat improvement in theway conces-
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sions had been approached over thelast several years. The Commissioner thanked Chief Deputy Director
Paul Romero and staff for the attention they had given to concessions and making the Commission aware
of concession activities. He added that thiswasvitally important given thefinite avial ability of resources.

Chair Shriver added that Commissioner Phil Tagami had been instrumentd in revitalizing the Commission’'s
involvement with the State Parks concession program. Commissioner Cotchett agreed that Commissioner
Tagami deserved credit for increasing the Commission’sinvol vement and awareness of concessions.

The Commissionersvoted unanimously to adopt the resol ution for approval of the proposed concession,
including approval of the sale of alcoholic beverages, for specialty food and/or retail salesat Old Town San
Diego State Historic Park.

AGENDA ITEMSC:
Selection of acommissioner to represent the Commission
on the Los Angeles State Historic Park Design Committee

Chair Shriver asked Director Ruth Coleman to introducethisagendaitem.

Director Coleman explained that given theimportance LosAngel es State Historic Park to the State Park
System, the City of LosAngel es, and the neighboring communities, State Parks had el ected to coordinate
thedesign of thisnew park in aninnovative way. State Parkswould be working with the CaliforniaState
Parks Foundation to conduct atype of competition to select adesigner for the park. A committee of nine
individual swould be assembled to administer the sel ection process. The processwould berequired to
conformto all state guidelinesasrequired by the California Department of General Services, and the
Director of State Parkswould still beresponsiblefor thefinal decision, but State Parksand the various
stakeholdersinvolved were optimistic that thisnew processwould result in aspectacular, crestivedesign
for thisworld-class park in downtown LosAngeles.

Commissioner Joseph Cotchett stated that he wished to nominate Commissioner Paul Witt to serveonthe
LosAngeles State Historic Park Design Committee. Chair Shriver seconded the nomination. The Commis-
sionersvoted unanimously to select Commissioner Paul Witt to represent the CommissionontheLos
Angeles State Historic Park Design Committee.

Commissioner Witt asked if efforts had been made to ensure that the members of the committee would
represent thediversity of the park’s neighboring communities. Director Coleman replied that State Parks
had been working with the LosAngeles mayor’ s office, the city council, and local assembly member
Jackie Goldberg to ensure that stakehol derswere represented on the committee. Commissioner Witt
stated that he would be honored to serve on the committee.

Chair Shriver recommended that Commissioner Witt serve asthe committee’ schair, given that hewould
be representing State Parks. Director Coleman agreed that thiswasagood idea.

ITEM5D:
Discussion and possible consideration and action on issues related to the

proposed alignment of the Foothill-South Toll Road (South Orange County Transportation
Infrastructure Improvement Project) through San Onofre State Beach

Chair Shriver noted that the commissioners had received astaff report on thisagendaitem, but that recent
devel opments on the subject could necessitate the Commission meeting in closed session today. The Chair
asked State Parks General Counsel Bradly Torgan to provide an update on thisitem.

Mr. Torgan stated that on February 23rd, 2006, after the March 3rd Commission meeting had been noticed
incompliance with the Bagley-K eene Open Meeting Act, the Transportation Corridor Agencies(TCA)
certified afinal Supplemental Environmental |mpact Report (SEIR) for thetoll road project with apre-
ferred route through San Onofre State Beach. Mr. Torgan explained that any action challenging the ap-
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proval of thefinal SEIR for noncompliancewith the CaliforniaEnvironmental Quality Act must befiled
within 30 daysof thefiling of the notice of determination. Asthenoticefor thetoll road wasfiled on or
about February 24th, 2006, and asthe next meeting of the State Park and Recreation Commission would
take place after the date on which atimely action challenging the approval of thefinal SEIR must befiled,
Government Code Section 11126.3, subdivision d, provided that astate body such asthe State Park and
Recreation Commission could proceed to discuss such amatter in closed session under these conditions.

Mr. Torgan noted that he and the attorneysfrom the CaliforniaAttorney Genera’s Officewho were
present believed conditions existed that would permit aclosed session rel ating to agendaitem 5D and the
toll road. Mr. Torgan read thefollowing suggested motion:

Whereas the TCA's notice of determination announcing its decision to certify the final SEIR for the
toll road project was filed after the agenda for this meeting was published, and any action chal-
lenging the final SEIR must be commenced before the next commission meeting to comply with the
CEQA statute of limitations, therefore, on the advice of counsel, the commission will proceed into
closed session to discuss pending litigation pursuant to Government Code Sections 11126.3. subdi-
vision d, and 11126, subdivision e,(2)(C)(i).

Chair Shriver thanked Mr. Torgan and clarified that the suggested motion could be moved, seconded and
passed if the Commission should decideto go into closed session during today’ smeeting. Mr. Torgan
confirmed that thiswas correct and that counsel was advising that the Commission had the authority to
meet in closed session if desired.

Chair Shriver stated that he wished to hear public testimony on thisitem prior to considering whether or
not the Commission should meet in closed session. The Chair then called the two speakerswho had regis-
tered, reminding them that their speaking timewould belimited to three minuteseach.

At the conclusion of theregistered speakers, the Chair asked if there were any unregistered speakers.
Therebeing none, Chair Shriver closed public comment on thisagendaitem. The Chair then suggested
that further discussion, including the consideration of whether or not to meet in closed session, should be
tabled until the end of the meeting so that othersin attendance would not haveto wait for their item of
interest to be called should the Commi ssion decide to meet in closed session. The Commissionersagreed
to addressthe remaining agendaitems before considering the matter of the closed sessiononitem5D.

Chair Shriver asked if therewasany discussion on this proposal. Commissioner Gail Kautz moved that the
Commissionreelect Chair Shriver and Vice Chair Eastwood. Second Commissioner Warren. The Com-
missionersvoted unanimoudly to retain Bobby Shriver as Chair and Clint Eastwood asVice Chair.

Chair Shriver explained that Mr. Torgan had formally served asapartner
inalegal firm which now represented the Transportation Corridor Agenciesasgeneral counsel. The
commissionersagreed with Mr. Torgan’sdecision and Mr. Torgan did not participatein the closed session.
